THE SHOW WEEK AP BIRMINGHAM. 
Tice lads of the hardwaro village are going into exhibitions the first week in 

December with their usual vigour. The Cattle Show, held in Bingley 
Hall, has now reached its thirteenth anniversary, and exceeds in dimensions 
in the aggregate all its predecessors. The entries for cattle are 131, sheep 110, 
pigs 71, roots and barley 130, and poultry and pigeons upwards of 1,600 pens— 
enough, we should say for the most gluttonous appetite. 

Then the vegetable world is going to be represented in their beautiful town- 
hall; the Handsworth and Lozell’s committee having arranged for a great 
show of fruit, flowers, and gourds, the entries for which, and the applications 
for space, are not closed until the 20th of this month. 

But the National Exhibition of Sporting and other Dogs is the thing that 
more legitimately belongs to our province. As Birmingham was the first to 
introduce to public notice this now popular class of show, we will just trace 
its progress: that, to say the least, is surprising. It is now in its fourth year, 
and the experiment on a small scale was tried by Mr. Bruilsford, of Knowsley, 
assisted by his sons, and the patronage received, and the expressions of ap- 
proval on all sides, led to the arrangement of the present staff by that excellent 
sportsman, Mr. F. Burdett. His exertions as honorary secretary for the first 
year, the whole of which he personally executed, tended, we fear, to produce 
that state of health he is now labouring under, but having fairly launched his 
pet “‘ bark,” and established its popularity, he was compelled to withdraw his 
active aid, and to give only his influence and interest to the matter. The list 
of influential names on the council, and_ the published report of the finances, 
with balance-sheet, gave exhibitors confidence, and the entries steadily in- 
creased each year. The president of the last two years (Viscount Curzon) has 
done an immense amount of good to the show; he has exhibited the greatest 
interest in its success, attending its committee meetings at great expense and 
inconvenience, and using his great influence in quarters unattainable by the

DeaTH OF Tixy.—The poor old Bishop, of Bond-strect, the 
staunch friend of the canine race, has this week received a shock 
greater than could be inflicted by the most heartless of the dog 
stealing fraternity—his old and faithful, beautiful and sagacious 
pet Tiny, whose portrait adorns some of the most celebrated 
sporting galleries in London, and whose virtues have been re- 
corded in verse in our columns by the ** Devonshire Fly,” departed 
this life on Sunday last (Aug. 25th, 1844), at the advanced age of 
fifteen years, of dropsy—for poor Tiny was a teetotaller—plunging 
our Clerical friend into a sea of grief. The following lines have 
been penned on the melancholy occasion by “ Fly,” and handed 
to us by the heart-broken Bishop :— 

On sculptured stone we mark the hallow'd spot, 
Where friends are laid who ne’er can be forgot; 
Man pays this tribute to departed worth, 

When human troubles finish here on earth,

other members, Countenanced and supported in this way, and by such names 
as Sir John Ratchiff, G. Moore, Esq., W. Lut, Esq., W. A. Adams, Esq., and a 
host more of good working members, the society has prospered and shows a 
goodly balance in the bankers’ hands. 

The unfortunate conclusion of the Islington exhibition in July last led the 
management of this one to fear that it would act prejudicially to this, and so 
no doubt it has to a great extent, as all the public are not of an inquiring turn 
of mind. We are often apt to condemn a system from a single act, but those 
who did take the trouble to investigate the matter soon saw the difference 
between the mere speculation of a private individual and a thrice-proven 
scheme, backed by a wealthy committee. Exhibitors who, under the smart of 
impounded prizes, connected the idea of dog shows and failure will do well to 
disabuse their minds of these prejudices, and go and see the Birmingham Ex- 
hibition. The entries are now closed, and we have been favoured with a 
rough sketch of them. They reach on the whole 650; and the pointer 
classes stand numerically first, nearly 160 specimens being entered, 80 setters, 
60 spaniels, 65 foreign dogs, 20 greyhounds, nearly 90 terriers, with good entries 
of fox-hounds, blood-hounds,'deer-hounds, Newfoundlands, bull-dogs, sheep- 
dogs, and the gigantic Alpine mastiff, and the tiny toy terrier, weighing 23b. 

The exhibition hall is situated in Paradise-street, half-way between the 
railway station and Bingley Hall; is 130 yards long and 16 wide, divided in 
three avenues the whole length of the building, on both sides of which will be 
ranged certainly the most extensive show of perfect specimens of the dog ever 
placed before the public. Every year demonstrates the folly of sending bad 
dogs, and it now takes a very good one to get a commendation. 

The great value of these shows is to show what good dogs are; a great num- 
ber of persons had but a very vague idea of the names of many sorts of dogs, 
let alone what were the true characteristics, but now, thanks to the Birmingham 
Exhibition Committee, the general public can be initiated into the mysteries 
of dog judgment, and perpetuate the qualities of the best animals of all species 
by knowing where to get the services of good sires and to purchase good dams. 


QUOITS. 


McGrecor AND WALKINSHAW.—The friends 
and backers of William McGregor, of South 
Shields, were much surprised at seeing a para- 
graph in the ILLustraTED Srortine News 
last week, purporting to come from R. Wal- 
kinshaw, of Carlops, and setting forth that 
McGregor had failed to cover £5 which Walkin- 
shaw had just received back from Beil’s Life, and 
referring to Bell's Life of October 26; therefore 
McGregor begs to remind Walkinshaw and his 
party that he (McGregor) waited for the 
articles coming from Walkinshaw, but they 
never arrived, after McGregor had communi- 
cated with them respecting sending the articies ; 
therefore, to put all paper talk a side, McGregor 
will back himself to play Walkinshaw, or any 
other man in Scotland, distance 21 yds, for £25 
a side, quoits not to exceed Shin. in diameter, 
pins level, with the clay nearest to the topof the 
pin to count, all clay cleared at measurement, 
stiff sticking clay ends, 61 shots up. McGregor 
will give Walkinshaw £3 for expenses, and share 
of the gate money, for the match to come off in 
South Shields on New Year’s day, Jan. 1, 1863 ; 
or if that will not suit Walkinshaw, McGregor 
will play him a home and home game—the first 
game to come off in Glasgow, December 27th, 
and the next game in South Shields on New 
Year’s-day; each party to pay his own ex- 
penses. The shots in both games to be added 
together, and the highest number to win. On 
these conditions Walkinshaw can be on, but not 
otherwise. An answer through this paper will 
be attended to; the Editor to be stakeholder. 
At all events the quoits must be equal in size, 
which should be Shin. each pair in diameter. 
[It appears to us that McGregor now offers a 
very reasonable mode of settling this long 
pending dispute about the championship, and 
‘Walkinshaw will doubtless accede to the terms 
proposed. In all former correspondence on 
this subject we believe the fact that McGregor 
defeated Walkinshaw in McGaw’s handicap at

Quoting iw Eprssurcu —This fine old game, 
says the Falkirk Herald, which, of late years, 
has become so highly popular in the neighbour- 
hood, will, we understand, be revived with great 
vigour in Edinburgh during the ensuing session 
of 1863, Several years ago the Modern Athens 
was the head-quarters of quoiting, as there the 
Caledonian Quoiting Club held court during its 
palmy days, and many first-class players 
flourished under its auspices. Since Rennie of 
Alva lost the championship with Hodson of 
Dukinfield, however, it has gradually declined, 
and for two or three seasons past quoiting has 
been extremely quiescent. Strong efforts will 
again be made, however, to restore it to its 
place amongst the sports of the Edinburgh 
lieges ; and should the movement be successful, 
and a club established, it is intended to issue, 
amongst other friendly challenges, one to both 
the Bainsford and Carron Quoiting Clubs, so that 
the thousands who witnessed the keen contests 
between the Old Falkirk and Carron Quoiting 
Clubs, many years ago, will again have the 
pleasure of seeing their favourite game played 
in a style that will far outrival that of the good 
old times.

STEEPLECHASING. 


‘We have seen enough, since the induction of the season at Worcester, to 
expect that the present steeplechase campaign will be a totalfailure. We are 
not at all surprised at the continued ill success of the hybrid meetings ; and, 
until a different class of animal is provided to compete for the principal events, 
we may look in vain for an amendment. There is no disguising the fact that 
handicappers are to be blamed, for it has been entirely through their instru- 
mentality that the ’cross country sport has fallen into decay. Had Messrs. 
Topham, Merry, Frail, and others who have adjusted the steeplechase weights 
for years past, but kept the scale of imposts between 10st and 13st, our breed 
of pe ceraes would not have become almost extinct, nor would our 
several race-courses have been disgraced by such scenes as they have of late, 
We have not half a dozen perfect steeplechase horses in England, and now 
that things have come to the worst, it is to be hoped that some efforts will be 
made to bring about 4 resuscitation. . Masters of hounds might do much to 
effect the desired change by encouraging farmers to breed hunters of the right 
stamp. The introduction of suitable sires into the various hunting districts, 
for the use of the breeders, at a trifling fee,and the establishment of free plates 
to be raced for by local bred horses, would not only induce farmers to breed 
first-class animals, but would be a reward to our sporting yeomen.for the 
trouble and expense they are tiecessarily at in providing for hunting require- 
ments. Still, so far as steepléchasing generally is concerned, little good would 
be achieved by the adoption of the above suggested plan, unless bandicappers 
made up their mind not further to pandef to the cravings of certain trainers for 
light imposts. The weights must be kept up, or the attempt to improve the 
sport would entirely fail. No doubt two-thirds of the accidents recorded in 
the steeplechase seasons are occasioned by the imperfect training of horses 
for the sport; but what can be expected of ¢ci-devdnt flat-racers, and of inex- 
perienced buby-jockies? It would be quite refreshing to see a field of old- 
fashioned hunters competing for a Grand National over the Aintree ground, 
with men up of the Tom Oliver and Jem Mason school; and we hope the day 
is not far distant when our hearts will be rejoiced by such a glorious scene. 
The present lot of weeds that we see brotight out to contest a steeplechase is 
an abomination, of which we shall be too glad to seo the last ; and the nuisance 
can only be got rid of by handicappers persevering with welter weights. The 
multiplicity of huntraces we have chronicled this year, the fields for which events 
have been exceedingly numerous, is a convincing proof that it rests with our 
race-executives alone to retrieve the sport; and if they will but encourage 
hunting friends, a successful series of steeplechase campaigns must be insured. 
The recent failures at Worcester, Upton-on-Severn, Hereford, Lincoln, Liver- 
pool, and Shrewsbury attest to what a degraded class of animals the compe- 
tition has descended. 


SHREWSBURY AUTUMN MEETING. 
TUESDAY. 

A warp frost delayed the commencement of the races one half hour, and 
instead of commencing the programme at 12.30, the first hour after noon had 
declared itself from the church steeples before the fleld came to the post for 
the first event. By that time a tolerably powerful sun had had some effect on 
the ground, and the running, if not easy, was got over without particular diffi- 
culty. The first event, the Racing Plate, brought four runners to the post. 
Rowena, backed for a large amount, succeeded in defeating Olive Branch, 
who was again entrusted with the stable money. Twelve started for the 
Corporation Plate, for which Goldseeker beat the outsider, Charles Fox; Lord 
of the Manor, the favourite, taking no prominent part in the race. The Cope- 
land Nursery Handicap produced a field of eight, and resulted in a spirited race 
between Sea Nymph and Jack o’ Newbury, the former winning by the shortest 
of heads.

Indeed, ‘he most cursory 
glance at his light, agile frame, told of beaming health, and his perfect con- 
dition reflects the highest credit on that highly popular trainer, John Smith, 
the well known Regent-street Pet,.and the host of tho Norman Arms, 
Fulham. ‘he stakes at issue were £50. Miles, immediately after the match 
was made, went into active training, under the care of Harry Andrews, of 
Holborn, at Mr. George Simpson's, Red Lion, Smitham Bottom. He did 
not exactly appear to us in such superb fettle as when he renewed his recent 
gallant attempt at Wandsworth to cover twenty-one miles in three hours—in 
other words, called the Westhall feat—which ‘+ Charley" alone ever accom- 
plished. Still, his known prowess and vigorous style of action influenced 
many of the spectators in his favour, despite the long start he had agreed to 
allow his youthful and promising opponent. Soon after four o'clock, the 
period appointed for the start, Fred Symos was chosen referee, and 
the City representative having been placed the allotted istance in 
front, the signal for going was instantly given, as the metallics were 
busy in dotting down 6 and 7 to 4 (very freely) upon Hatley. There 
were some few instances of 2 to 1 being laid against the champion; and, 
altogether, it may be classed as one of the heaviest betting races we have 
noticed for some time. Mr, Charles Wales, the backer of Miles, closely 
watched the proceedings. The pace of both at first was a first-class one, and 
the walking of that undisguised fair toe and heel walking which itis creditable 
to find we can sometimes see. The ovations of the mulititude (there could not 
have been less than ten or twelve hundred) were both loud and prolonged. 
The Brixton hero sensibly gained on his opponent in the first round, but before 
six laps had been completed, Miles dropped back again, and it was pretty clear 
he was not well up to the mark. Hatley finished his first mile(minus the dis- 
tance given him) in 7min dsec, when he began to reckon the match was all his 
own. After the lead had been continued up to the last lap by Hatley, the 
affair denoted a foregone conclusion, and Miles gave up defeated in a most 
unmistakable manner. Time, 15min 25sec.

Victoria Runying Grounps.—These grounds were on Saturday numerously 
patronised to witness a mile race between William Jackson and Thomas 
Bright, both of Newcastle, for £40, Both these men are clippers at a mile, and 
the event caused a great sensation among the lovers of pedestrianism ; and 
we should say when they started, not less than 1,400 spectators were present 
while as the ground is eligibly situated for the spectators to view a long race, 
the sight (more particularly from Mr, Cumming’s stand) was very imposing. 
Bright has been in the pedestrian arena about five years, and has been con- 
sidered a good average sprint runner, but bis excellent style of winning Mr. 
J, Young's mile handicap brought him into notice as a mile runner; and since 
that exciting event he has defeated Brady, of Gateshead, after running the 
distance in excellent time, In this race he was not booked as a certain win- 
ner, a8 6 und 7 to 4was freely offered against him, and we are of opinion that 
he had a belief that he could not win the race on Saturday, although he would 
try to his utmost. Jackson is nearly 21 years of age (nearly three years older 
than his opponent), and is upwards of three inchesjtaller, but is scarcely 80 well 
built for a hard tussel a8 Bright; but his running on Saturday proves that for 
a mile he will make any north-countryman run for it. About half-past three 
both men appeared at the scratch, and after two attempts" they went off, Jackson 
with a lead of; about two yards, running tho first lap in this position, at a 
crawling pace (time 61 seconds). The second lap was run at an improved 
pace, and finished in the same position (time 614 seconds). The third lap told 
heavy on both, and when taking the western turn, Bright rushed to the front, 
but only held it for 50 yards, when Jackson again went in front, and Snished 


this lap in 76} seconds, leading by 1} yard. In the last lap, when rounding the 
eastern turn, Bright caught Jackson's spikes, and nearly threw him down; but 
after running to within 200 yards of the finish he pulled up, Jackson going in 
by himself. The first half mile was done in very quick time, which proves 
that both are no novices at that distance. Mr. Oldham was stakeholder and 
umpire.—Another mile race for £20, came off between John Cowen and 
George Corbett, of Sheriff Hill. 6 to 4 was freely offered on Corbett. The 
race was excellently contested the whole distance, and resulted in the favourite 
being beat by about four yards.

GosLet.—On Tuesday last the members of tho Birmingham Rifie Corps 
mustered strongly at the Gun Barrels, on the Bowmbrook-road, a mile race 
having been in contemplation for a length of time back, and, as the afternoon 
wore on, the road for about a quarter of a mile in and about the Barrels 
assumed a most lively aspect, the string of vehicles gradually increasing, and 
evincing, by their numbers, the interest attached to the forthcoming match.

It seems that 
Mr. Adamson, whose vocation is that of a boot closer, is in the habit of doing 
a little a /a Deerfoot, and has earned for himself the sobriquet of the little 
Devonport Deer (dear?) which title has been bestowed on him from his vic- 
tories over some good opponents in pedestrianism. Mr. George Beer, of 
Pembroke-street, Devonport, innkeeper, having heard that Mr. Adamson 
wished to run for a wager, on certain conditions, bet him £26 10s. against 
£4 10s, that he would not run a mile on a turnpike-road in Devonshire in five 
minutes, the runner to select the ground, and the better to have the privilege 
of saying from which end of the mile the start should take place. On Thursday 
morning the ground was fixed, namely, from the third to the fourth milestone 
on the Plympton-road; and at an early hour the parties interested, accom- 
panied by some friends, proceeded to measure the ground. It was measured 
forward and back, and, as is usual on those occasions, numerous deposits en- 
livened the tedious dullness of the surveying operations. Of course as different 
people measured the ground each way there was ultimately a difference of a 
few feet, which led to further disputes, and it bid fair that the matter should 
be settled by the mile being measured the third time, a proceeding which would 
have put an end to any chance of a run thatday. However Mr. Beer waived 
his objection, and the pedestrian, 
eager for the fray. Four o’clock had nearly struck, and dog-carts and traps 
lined the road, while the sporting brotherhood of the Three Towns mustered 
in force. Umpires and a referee were selected from among the gentlemen pre- 
sent, and who kindly consented to act for the sake of getting the thing off. At 
3.42.43 a pistol was fired from the Plympton end, and the runner started off 
with a bound, and went on ata good speed for about 400 yards, when the heavy 
nature of the ground begun to tell, and he gradually fell behind all the way. 
He finished the mile at 3.48.25., and thus lost his money by 42 seconds ; and at 
the finish be was thoroughly fagged.”A fresh match is made, Adam&on not 
heing at all satisfied with his defeat. The ground selected is the square 
of the Raglan Barracks, where the antagonist of time will stand a far better 
chance than on the notoriously heavy road between Plympton and Devonport. 
The barrack square is the finest bit of running ground in England; perhaps in

Tun half mile contest, which had been duly arranged between J.P. Jones, 
of Bermondsey, an expert practitioner in the popular art of natation, under 
seventeen years of age, and Thomas Gibson, well known in aquatic Circles 
on the banks of ‘the coaly Tyne,” was decided on Monday evening last, at 
the Lambeth Baths, Westminster-road, in the presence of one of the most 
Tespectable companies we have ever witnessed, although not numerically 
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great. Many turf speculators, aquatic representatives, including Harry Kelly 
the host of the Bells, Putney, and his guest, Mr. Green, the champion of 
Australia, who expressed himself somewhat surprised that, after he had 
travelled 16,000 miles, he should be obliged to defer all thoughts of a match 
with either Chambers, of Newcastle, or Everson, of Greenwich, until the 
spring of the ensuing year; pedestrian admirers, &c. ec.

THE CHAMPIONSHIP. 


“WE are getting deeper and deeper into the mystery; the curtain is up, and 
the play is going to begin.” 

Now that we are on the eve of this all-important contest, it is not to be 
wondered at that it absorbs all attention in the sporting circles of the metro- 
polis. In counection with the match we may now prelude our remarks by 
observing that @ contemporary print, in all its pride of exclusive information 
touching the forthcoming battle, vauntingly announced that, according to 
tutr most reliable information, Tom Sayers would be in Tom King’s corner. 
Imagine, for & moment, the extreme fallacy of such an absurdity— 
Tom Sayers assisting the Limehouse hero, while his favourite second, 
Harry Brunton, was giving the benefit of his experience to Jem Mace; 
Sayers was compelled to repudiate the statement, which, he informed us at 
our office, had not the slightest possible foundation in fact. In order to make 
assurance doubly sure with the sporting public, who had so long and honour- 
ably supported him, he inserted the accompanying advertisement in the Times 
of Tuesday last :— 

“Tom Sayers begs most respectfully to state that he will Never again 
FIGHT, or sécond any man who may fight. The Sporting Life having stated 
that Sayers would second King, from good authority, is not correct.” 

So much for such reliable authority, and we turn again to place before our 
readers original and exclusive information, as we have done from week to 
week, of all matters of importance in connection with this all-absorbing match. 
The men, we are in a “position”? to state, are both of them in excellent health, 
and ready to fight at a moment’s notice. Neither of them appeared on Wednes- 
day night last, at the final deposit, which had to be made at Mr. Wm. Richard- 
son's, the Blae Anchor, Church-strect, Shoréditch—the judiciousness of such a 
step being quite apparent to all. The host must have felt highly gratified at 
the extremely large attendance of visitors, for upstairs and down stairs 
it was all the same —crowded to a most uncomfortable excess, and 
hardty room for the proper transaction of business. Every one, how- 
ever, as they ought to do, made themselves happy under the circum- 
Btances;—and the event which called them together was broached by 
one and all. Joey Jones, the eccentric one, occupied the chair, and, although 
it was all talk for some time, nothing was done in the shape of speculation 
until thé arrival of Mr. Moss Phillips, Mace’s chief backer, some military 
officers,'Mr. J. Coney, Harry Brunton, and several other gentlemen. Joey 
Jones highly amused the company for a considerable length of time; 
and the celebrated Harry Hicks (who takes a benefit at the Grecian 
Theatre, on Wednesday, the third of the ensuing month) sang one of 
those happy ditties which has rendered him so famous in all 
crack sporting assemblies for the past twenty years. The harmony at 
length ceasing, business was attempted; and the anxious inquiry was, * What 
will you lay on the fight?” ‘his was very significant from our first 
entrance into the house: lt was quite clear that the adherents of King, who, 
comparatively Speaking, mustered as “thick as the leaves on Vallambrosa,” 
were holding out for odds, but they renewed their pertinent inquiries so fre- 
quently and anxiously, that it was patent they had a strong partiality for their 
man, and were prepared to back him to any extent. A considerable sum was 
laid out altogether, £60 to £40 on Mace being the closing bet; but we are 
bound to say we saw 7 to 4 laid on the Norfolk hero. The avidity, however, 
with which the friends of King showed at the fore was astonishing. Nothing, 
in their opinion, can lose ‘him the battle—bar accident. In addition to the 
parties named as being presént were Mr. John Gideon, the chief manager ‘of 
Sayers’s principal battles, and Jemmy Welsh, of the Griffin, Church-street, 
Borough, who requested us to contradict the statement that he had been taking 
a benetit this week at Birmingham. 

The ruling betting, it must be added, was strictly 6 to 4 on Mace, with 
plenty of takers. We have only to repeat our former statement that every 
arrangement has been satisfactorily arranged: Of this we had every as- 
surance, for Mr. Coney, the manager for Mace, remarked that the journey 
would be by land, not by water, so that all the difficulty and hazard of 
passing to and from a steamer to the shore, and climbing up rocks, would be 
avoided. Every one who intended, however, to witness the combat ought 
to be in London when the church bells are tolling on Sunday, or in all pro- 
bability they will lose a chance of witnessing what will eventually, doubt- 
less, prové one of the. most interesting battles on record. Mace (said the 
Speaker) was never so well in his life, and if high hopes and aspira- 
tions of success could win a battle, then, to all intents and. purposes, 
Mace would prove a winner. On the other hand, he was bound to admit that 
the ardent array of feeling that had been shown around him fully betokened 
the strongest confidence which the patrons of King bestowed on their represen- 
tative. Mr. Coney concluded his appropriate remarks by requesting the com- 
pany to drink cordially to the health ofboth adversaries, and add to it the fair 
and manly feeling—‘ May the best man win.” These observations were received 
amidst tremendous cheers from all sides, soon after the subsiding of which 
the adherents of Mace retired, and then visited “‘ The Old King John,” Holy- 
Well-lane, Shoreditch, and Harry Brunton’s, “The George and Dragon,” 
Beech-street, Barbican, at both of which places Jem’s health was toasted. It 
was definitively arranged that the catering for the party should be confided to 
Mr. Dan Pinkstone, who has been 80 well known in sporting circles for many 
years past ;and we need searcely add that the selection cannot be mended, for 
a better purveyor is not known for these select occasions. : 


THE MANCHESTER RING. 


MILL BETWEEN BOYLE AND OWEN.. 


On Monday morning the fancy of Manchester and the neighbourhood arrived 
by train at Dunford Bridge, after a ride of 254 miles by rail, to witness a mill 
between Andy Boyle, of Hull, and Alfred Owen, of Manchester, Boyle staking 
£12 to Owen’s £10, At a few minutes to nine o'clock in the morning Dan 
Lomas, of Manchester, having pitched his ring, both men soon entered to 
settle their little difference, Owen being attended to by Billy Ferguson and Bill 
Gillham, while Boyle had secured the services of Tim Brannon and Harry Carter. 
The betting opened at 5 and 6 to 4 on Boyle. At length, a referee being 
mutually chosen, the men shook handy, and at once commenced hostilities, 
both appearing much too fleshy, Owen being all on the saving system, whilst 
Boyle was for right-hand body blows; however, in the third round Boyle drew 
first blood. From this to the 15th round Owen was down every time, but in 
the 18th round Boyle landed one, and sent Owen clean over the ropes, Again 
in the 22nd round he repeated the dose. From this to the 40th round it was 
all one way, Owen going down every time, the referee having been appealed 
to several times from Owen's suspicious manner, still he said the fight must 
proceed. In the 60th round Owen landed Boyle one on the nose, and cut it 
with his right hand. Time, 62 rounds in 55min. From this to the 82nd round 
Owen kept going down, when another appeal was made, the referee bein 
much bustled about, and in the 89th and last round Owen fell without a blow 
pagpanently the referee gave in against him, the fight having lasted

FIGHT AT MORPETH, AT 8 STONE, BETWEEN BROOME 
ATKINSON AND BOB THEW, FOR £15 A SIDE. 

For © length of time this coming contest has engaged a considerable 
amount of interest among the Morpeth members of the P.R. Of Broome we 
have to record a defeat by that scientific boxer, Geardy Heir, on the 14th of 
March this year, for £10 a side, at Morpeth Common—j?2 rounds, 80min—thus 
attesting his gameness, besides a few minor encounters; while Thew beat the 
celebrated Bob Tait in 30 rounds, 56min, for £20 a side, after a very game 
battle. Friday morning witnessed a large assembly of the true lovers of old 
English sport, who, without much delay in starting, proceeded at a brisk pace 
to the place of appointment, where, having arrived, without any demur at 
once chose a referes, and stripped for thecombat. Broome was attended by 
Tommy Burns and Young Rag, ‘Chew having the valuable services of Raglan 
and his friend Hump. Everything being in readiness, the belligerents simul- 
taneously shied in the cap of defiance, and, having shaken hands, at half-past 
eight stood up for 

Round 1—rhe appearance of the men was eagerly scanned, and must have 
given general satisfaction, a8 their condition was’ perfection itself, Broome 
especially, being a model for a sculptor. As the rivals pulled within distance 
both led off eagerly with tho left, Bob landing a hotun on the cranium, 
getting well countered on the temple. They new retreated a pace or two, 
their style being very artistic, and showing they were no novices at the gamo. 
On again getting within gunshot Broome made play with hig right on the 
ivories. They fought to a close, and both fell side by side. 

Round 2—The tighting in this round was very spirited. The lads, after one 
or two harmless exchanges, closed and fibbed away till both fell, Broome 
under. 

Round 3—In this round Bob came up strong, and got on several times with 
both weapons, which Broome not exactly relishing closed, thinking his chance 
better in affectionate hug, when, after some merry fibbing, both fell. 


Round 4—On coming tip Broome’s nose was bleeding profusely; but, nothing 
daunted, he met his opponent’s sallies very gamely and cleverly, the fighting 
being forced by. Bob, who was very resolute; and, getting to in-fighting, 
fought Broome down at the ropes. , 

Round 5—Both very eager, and after a very good deal of cautious sparring 
in all parts of the ring, Bob giving a vicious right-hander on the body, some 
very pretty feinting followed, each trying to draw his man out. They at last 
closed; butting like rams on the forehead, from the effects of which both fell 
with the rapidity of a shot, and were carried to their respective corners 
almost senseless. 

Round 6 and last—All in favour of Bob, who appeared now to have got the 
trump card; and, finding his adversary somewhat backward in coming for- 
ward, went straight to Broome'’s corner and challenged him out. They, how- 
ever, got at it, Bobinvesting a straight left-hander upon the dial, which sent 
him staggering into his corner; and his friends, seeing his chance was out, 
and to save their man from any greater punishment, threw up the sponge in 
token of defeat. Both men contested with the utmost gameness throughout, 
and the mill reflects great credit on these light-weights.

Round 20 and last—Watty went in right and left, leaying his marks 
behind, and drawing claret rather freely. Tommy’s seconds then threw up 
the sponge in token that their man was defeated; and so unequivocally was 
he defeated, that his seconds had to carry him ont of the ring. 


; REMARKS. s 

We may remark that Tommy was totally unfit for the work, having been 
unwell for a great length of time previously ; and Watty had the advantage 
of his man, by. having the highest ground, and standing some three or four 
inches over his man. . Watty had also been in training for six weeks under 
a noted pugilist from the neighbourhood of Ellesmere. A more game pugilist 
than Tommy we should not wish to see, if he was trained a little more; we 
think of the two Tommy’s was the best science. Watty has offered him £3 of 
the prize money, and he has accepted the offer, The fight lasted one hour, 


INNIS AND SCHOLEY. 


THE match between Joe Innis, of Hull, and Young Scholey, of Leeds, came 
off on Tuesday morning, at Halton Skitter, Lincolnshire, about ten miles from 
Hull. © The stakes were pitched and the ring entered first by Scholey, of Leeds, 
who was instantly followed by his combatant. Scholey was followed by his 
seconds, Andy Godfrey and T. Kelly, of Bradford. Innis was attended by 
Tom Watson, of Beverley, and C. Ball, of Hull. Scholey drew first blood on 
Innis. There was a great deal of cautious sparring on the part of Scholey, 
and some very good on the part of Innis, who made some terrible blows 
on the head and body of Scholey. Very little can be said respecting Innis, 
having one eye slightly cut and a little puffed, but could open it before closing 
the fight. They fought 36 rounds, out of which Innis knocked his opponent 
down twenty-eight times ; there were five fouls and three slips, so that he 
went down thirty-six times. The referée was not referred to as he ought to 
have been, if so Innis would have won in the 5thround. After the 10th round 
Scholey was so worsted that he was always slow to time. These 36 rounds were 
fought in the space of 52 min. Innis was trained by C. Ball, and considered 
by far the best man of science. Scholey, trained by Wheatley, showed a deal 
of the dodging style, trying to imitate Bendigo. Innis did not go down at all, 
but lost a good deal of blood. Both the men were in first-rate condition. In 
the 36th round much cautious sparring, when Scholey led off on Innis’s ribs, 
and the Jatter returned on the eye of Scholey, cutting it fearfully; when Innis 
was about to repeat the dose upon Scholey he refused to take it and went down 
foul, when the referee, W. Jagger, decided in favour of Innis. He did more 
than his duty as a referee by allowing the fight to continue after so many fouls 
—but not being referred to sooner he showed, perhaps, too much sympathy to 
the Irishman, Scholey. Innis was born July 24, 1839, weight lst 4Ib; 
Scholey in 1835, weight llst 2Ib. The colours of Innis were white, orange 
border, and mauve flower; those of Scholey, white, mauve border, and white 
ground. The packet left Victoria Dock Pier 5.15 in the morning, quite dark, 
with upwards of 300 spectators on board.
